Slave Lake 
set to rebuild 

O Town divided into four zones based on level of damage from fire 
O Residents join officials to create reconstruction plans, timetable 


The fire-scarred community of 
Slave Lake has laid out a timetable 
to rebuild itself, with some con¬ 
struction scheduled to begin with¬ 
in weeks. 

Only weeks after a wildfire 
destroyed hundreds of homes and 
businesses, officials and towns¬ 
people have laid out a plan to 
guide how those buildings will be 
replaced. 

It’s also come up with a plan to 
house people as they wait to 
rebuild, said Mayor Karina Pillay- 
Kinnee after a town meeting Sat¬ 
urday. 

“The town and the (municipal 
district) have located sites that 
have servicing and we’re going to 
quickly mobilize mobile homes 
to those sites,” she said. 

“We want people to have 
homes and live outside of the 
hotels and campers. We want 
them to transition into better 
housing.” 


More than 400 homes and busi¬ 
ness were lost mid-May as an out- 
of-control forest fire invaded the 
town, forcing its 7,000 residents to 
flee. 

On Saturday, residents and offi¬ 
cials discussed the order in which 
reconstruction should proceed. 
The town was divided into four 
zones according to how badly it 
was damaged. 

In the lightest zone, some 
homes were lost but municipal 
infrastructure survived. 

“Water, sewer, gas lines, those 
kinds of things are pretty good to 
go,” said Pillay-Kinnee. “It’s just 
the cleanup.” 

The worst zone saw utter dev¬ 
astation, with entire blocks 
reduced to an ashy tundra. 
Rebuilding won’t begin in those 
areas for at least three and per¬ 
haps as long as six months, Pillay- 
Kinnee said.

will proceed concurrently. 

Pillay-Kinnee credits co-opera¬ 
tion between the various insur¬ 
ance companies involved with 
advancing the timetable. All the 
companies are working together 
on the cleanup through the Insur¬ 
ance Bureau of Canada, she said.

Stony Plain marks 35th anniversary 


O Host of Saturday Night Blues on CBC Radio One didn’t think label would 
last this long © Calls 1987 release of Ian Tyson’s ‘Cowboyography’ a landmark 


Ever since issuing a 10th- 
anniversary CD compila¬ 
tion in 1986, Stony Plain 
Records has released a 
new anniversary disc 
every five years. 

But Holger Petersen, 
who founded the Edmon¬ 
ton roots and blues label, 
is especially overjoyed to 
be reaching his 35th an¬ 
niversary, because these 
last five years — with a 
fractured music industry 


crumbling around him — 
have been particularly 
tough. 

“We’ve obviously seen a 
lot of changes,” the per¬ 
sonable 61-year-old said 
on the line from his Alber¬ 
ta office in a recent tele¬ 
phone interview. “There’s 
a lot less retailers, inde¬ 
pendents and otherwise, 
that would normally be 
carrying our releases ... 
The sales part, really, has 


been a challenge, no ques¬ 
tion about it. 

“And also, we’ve had to 
be more cautious, espe¬ 
cially taking chances on 
new artists ... You have to 
be very, very cautious 
with everything.” 

Back then, Petersen 
was a young graduate of 
the Northern Alberta In¬ 
stitute of Technology who 
was working part-time at 
Edmonton’s CKUA radio 


station. He managed to 
talk his way into produc¬ 
ing for several well-known 
blues artists — including 
influential pianist Roo¬ 
sevelt Sykes, harmonica 
wizard Walter (Shalcey) 
Horton and Memphis gui¬ 
tarist Johnny Shines — 
and pretty soon it made 
sense to start his own la¬ 
bel to publish those pro¬ 
ductions.

Six people died 
and a dozen others were 
wounded in the Jan. 8 at¬ 
tack in Tucson, Ariz. 

Since then, access to the 
Arizona congresswoman 
has been tightly controlled. 
Until yesterday, no clear im¬ 
ages had been released. 

Giffords spokesman C.J. 
Karamargin said staff mem¬ 
bers released the photos 


yesterday to help satisfy 
“intense interest in the con¬ 
gresswoman’s appearance.” 

The photos capture her 
ecstatic mood following her 
astronaut husband’s space- 
shuttle launch in May. 


“She got to see her hus¬ 
band successfully ride a 
rocket into space,” Kara¬ 
margin said. “So who 
wouldn’t be pleased?”

A weekend of negotiations 
failed to produce a settle¬ 
ment to end rotating 
strikes by Canada Post’s ur¬ 
ban workers.

Manitoba tackling climate change 

O Province struggled to contain Assiniboine River in spring O Water flowed 
to Lake Manitoba, swallowing hundreds of hectares of farmlands 


After four soggy years of 
flooded pastures and ru¬ 
ined crops, the Manitoba 
government is looking at 
how to help frustrated 
farmers cope with climate 
change in the province’s In- 
terlalce region. 

The province has quietly 
issued a request for propos¬ 
als for a study on how to 
deal with “excess moisture 
on agricultural lands” in 
the area sandwiched be¬ 


tween Lake Manitoba and 
Lake Winnipeg, north of 
the provincial capital. The 
study is to include a look at 
drainage policy, crop insur¬ 
ance and best practices by 
affected farmers. 

The government is also 
looking to the future. It 
wants a weather forecast 
“with emphasis on soil 
moisture extremes, includ¬ 
ing risk of flooding/excess 
moisture and drought 


events.” 

Many frustrated farmers 
say the proposed study is 
too little, too late, but the 
province says it’s an impor¬ 
tant part of coming up with 
a strategy to help belea¬ 
guered producers. 

Tony Szumigalski, a poli¬ 
cy analyst with the Agricul¬ 
ture Ministiy, said climate 
change appears to be caus¬ 
ing greater extremes on the 
Prairies — from drought in 


Alberta to chronic flooding 
in Manitoba. 

“The Interlalce has been 
under water for the last 
three or four years,” he 
said. “It’s been veiy diffi¬ 
cult, especially for a lot of 
the livestock producers. 
Their hayfields have been 
flooded out, so there have 
been issues getting enough 
hay. There have also been 
issues related to crops as 

well.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

When was the last time a city 
councillor called you and sug¬ 
gested you get together for a 
chat? 

I suspect that, for most of 
us, that has never happened. 
But it does happen to me from time to 
time and it causes me some concern as to 
what I should do. 

I tiy to write this column from the 
point of view of the average person. I’m 
not a journalist, I’m a commentator, and 
I have no intention of devoting my life to 
hanging around city council, city councillors or 
members of the civic administration in order to under¬ 
stand what is going on in our fair city. 

My understanding of what is happening and not hap¬ 
pening in Edmonton is the same as yours. It’s based sole¬ 
ly on what I hear and see as 
I navigate my way around 
the city. I do not want to 
write anything based on in¬ 
formation that you don’t 
have or don’t have access 
to should you want it. So 
that takes me back to invi¬ 
tations to chat from coun¬ 
cillors. 

I turn down those invita¬ 
tions. I’m not particularly 
interested in who our coun¬ 
cillors are. I don’t care if 
they love their mothers or 
say their prayers at night. I 
don’t care if they have chil¬ 
dren or if they are straight 
or gay. It is of little concern 
to me if they have a cat or a 
hamster or if they belong 
to an organization that 
helps widows, orphans and 
stray dogs. 

What I am interested in 
is what our city councillors 
and our mayor manage to 
achieve. Not what they 
want to achieve, or hope to 
achieve, or wish they could achieve, but what they actu¬ 
ally achieve. 

So if the roads aren’t cleared of snow in a timely man¬ 
ner, whether or not our councillors are nice people does 
not mitigate that fact. I don’t care about their talk about 
creating a sustainable city when we continue to push de¬ 
velopment farther and farther away from the older parts 
of the city. 

In many instances, listening to our councillors talk is 
like listening to a surgeon explain how an operation was 
a success even though the patient died. I believe that 
you and I decide on what our city is and isn’t based on 
what we experience, and not on what we are told. And 
what we are told often doesn’t match up with what we 
experience.

LONDON. Scientists are 
quickly combing the 
DNA of the killer bacte¬ 
ria behind the world’s 
worst E. coli outbreak to 
find clues about how to 
treat patients and 
prevent future 
epidemics. 

So far, one strain 
from a German patient 
has been sequenced by 
Chinese and German sci¬ 
entists. While the genet¬ 
ic information is 
preliminary, experts say 
there are a few hints 
about where the bacte¬ 
ria came from and why 
it might be so lethal. 

The E. coli causing Eu¬ 
rope’s massive outbreak 
is likely the product of 
another strain first 
detected a decade ago in 
Germany, but with some 
dangerous mutations, 
experts say. 

Because E. coli is con¬ 
stantly evolving, it is rid¬ 
dled with genes 
swapped from other 
strains found in animals 
and humans, giving it 
countless opportunities 
to acquire something 
lethal. 

So far, the bug has 
killed at least 35 people 
and sickened more than 
3,000, including several 
hundred who have 
developed life-threaten¬ 
ing kidney failure.

Another twist 
on definition 
of the arts 

Getting a lap dance isn’t the same as 
taking in a ballet, so an alcohol-free 
strip club will have to pay the tax 
man, a New York state court has 
ruled. 

Four Appellate Division justices 
agreed with a state tax appeals com¬ 
mission’s earlier finding that dances 
onstage or in private rooms at the 
club Nite Moves in suburban Albany, 
N.Y., don’t qualify for a state tax 


exemption as “dramatic or musical 
arts performances.” 

Nite Moves contested a tax bill of 
nearly $125,000 plus interest on lap 
dances and admission fees stemming 
from a 2005 audit. Its attorney, W. 
Andrew McCullough said Friday the 
club has a later, larger bill it is also 
challenging, and that he would prob¬ 
ably appeal the Appellate Division 
ruling. 

McCullough said the impact of the 
ruling probably won’t be widespread 
since most establishments featuring 
exotic dancers as entertainment are 
bars mainly selling alcohol where 
other tax rules apply. “We admit the 
ballet is a little different and maybe a 
little more finely tuned,” McCullough

In 2008, Marni Morrison’s 
world turned upside down. 

That’s the year she de¬ 
cided to contact her birth 
mother, who told her that 
contrary to her adoption 
file, her birth father was 
very much alive. 

“I said, ‘what are you 
talking about?’ because in 
my mind he had been dead 
all that time,” said the 42- 
year-old mother of two 
daughters, ages 19 and 12. 
“I’m still trying to get it 
through my head that he’s 
alive. You’re told some¬ 
thing your whole life and 
there’s a lot of rewiring 
that goes on with this 
whole experience.” 

Marni grew up in subur¬ 
ban Minneapolis and lives 
in Red Wing, Minn. She 
was adopted at birth, the 


little sister of three much- 
older brothers born to her 
adoptive parents. 

She’d had access to her 
adoption file since turning 
18, but had no interest in 
looking at it until after be¬ 
coming a mother herself, 
when she felt the need to 
check on potential health 
issues for her children. 

She didn’t find any 
health worries. Instead, 
she stumbled on a trail of 
lies. The file included a let¬ 
ter written by her birth 
mother in 1969 that said 
both her birth parents 
were medical students 
who’d planned to marry, 
but her birth father died in 
a motorcycle accident, 
“and it was too hard for 
her to keep me so she put 
me up for adoption,” 


Marni said. 

None of it was true, but 
she didn’t know that until 
she found her birth moth¬ 
er and they spoke for the 
first time. 

“She said, ‘Your birth fa¬ 
ther not dead. He’s a 
lawyer in Illinois.’” 

Marni said her mother 
wrote the letter in an era 
when single mothers were 
often pressured to give up 
their babies or risk ruining 
their lives. 

Marni and her husband, 
James, Googled the name 
her birth mother had giv¬ 
en them for her birth fa¬ 
ther, Mark Shaw. 

Two people popped up, 
but only one was in the 
right age range. But they 
dropped the hunt when 
her adoptive dad got sick. 


He passed away in July 
2009. “He had been a rock 
my whole life,” she said. 

Nine months later, 
James came across a book 
written by someone 
named Mark Shaw as he 
searched online for advice 
on how to publish a play. 
He clicked on the author’s 
website and staring back 
in a photo was a man with 
the same gap in his teeth 
as his wife. 

James sent Shaw an 
email asking whether he 
had practiced law in Illi¬ 
nois around the time of 
Marni’s birth. The answer 
was yes. The hunch was 
confirmed by a paternity 
test, and father and child 
now see each other often. 

“I’ve been in a daze for 
the last year,” Marni said. 


“We recently updated our 
insurance policy and I can 
offer all my information 
now. I’ve never been able 
to do that.” 

As for Mark Shaw, he 
said he barely knew 
Marni’s mother. 

“This was the 1960s. I 
was moving around like I 
have my whole life — so 
fast,” the 65-year-old au¬ 
thor, legal analyst and 
seminary graduate said. 

He welcomed Marni, 
her husband and his new¬ 
found grandchildren with 
open arms. “I had always 
dreamed of being a father 
but just believed it wasn’t 
going to happen,” said 
Shaw, who is married and 
lives in Superior, Colo. “I 
look at this as the gift of a 
lifetime.” the associated press

Bacon & beans prove 
simple can be great 


Want to build a better sal¬ 
ad? Lose the chill, ditch 
some of the fruit and get 
the proportions of the 
vinaigrette right. 

That’s the advice of 
Jacques Pepin, star of a 
new public television se¬ 
ries — Essential Pepin — 
that will air in the fall. 

Pepin says a great salad 
can be simple as long as 
the ingredients are fresh 
and the proportions are 
right. Too much fruit pro¬ 
duces a salad that is too 
sweet. Likewise, most sal¬ 
ads taste best when served 
cool, but not cold. 

“Also important is the 
use of great-quality oils 
and vinegars,” he said. 
“And these should be 
mixed in the proper ratios: 
one part vinegar to three 
parts oil, or one part vine¬ 
gar to four parts oil.” 

Pepin offers a warm sal¬ 
ad of bacon or pancetta 


tossed with white beans. It 
is a hearty salad but still 
feels fresh thanks to a gen¬ 
erous use of vinegar and 
chopped fresh parsley. 

“I love beans,” he said. 
“When they are combined 
with pancetta and sea¬ 
soned with vinegar, garlic 
and olive oil, the result is a 
salad that is almost like a 
stew.” 

Preparation: 

I ln saucepan over low 
heat, place bacon. 

Saute, covered, for 8 

Ingredients: 

• 250 g (8 oz) slab bacon or 
pancetta, cut into 1-cm (1/2- 
inch) pieces 

• 1 medium onion, chopped 
(about 250 ml/1 cup) 

• 6 garlic cloves, crushed 
and chopped 

• 2 cans (398 ml/14 oz) navy

But I think 
you may have the plastic 
number and name con¬ 
fused. Let me explain. 

Plastic #4 is actually 
low-density polyethylene 
or LDPE. It’s less toxic 
than other plastics. PVC, 
on the other hand, is 
polyvinyl chloride or plas¬ 
tic #3. 

It’s widely used because 
it’s cheap, durable, and 
easy to assemble. PVC is 
less safe because it’s made

with vinyl chloride which It also poses serious en- 
is cancer-causing. vironmental and health 


threats at all stages of its 
life cycle —from manufac¬ 
turing to use to disposal. 

The good news is that 
safer and cost-effective al¬ 
ternatives are already 
available for virtually 
every PVC product out 
there, including baby 
products. 

You can find PVC-ffee 
teethers, pacifiers, bibs, 
bath toys, and even Hal¬ 
loween costumes. The 
Centre for Health, Envi¬ 


ronment and Justice sug¬ 
gests this jingle to help 
you remember: “bad news 
comes in threes, don’t buy 
PVC.” 

Since your crib railing 
protector is BPA- and ph¬ 
thalate-free, it’s likely as 
safe as it gets. The other 
option would be an organ¬ 
ic cotton cloth cover.

Is long wait almost over? 


O Canucks poised to become 
first Canadian team in 18 years 
to bring home the Stanley Cup 


The last time a Canadian- 
based team won the Stanley 
Cup — the Montreal Cana- 
diens in 1993 — it was no 
big deal. 

Well, it was a really big 
deal if you were a fan of the 
Canadiens, who caused a 
surprise by reaching the fi¬ 
nal and then dispatching 
Wayne Gretzky’s Los Ange¬ 
les Kings in five games to 
claim their record 24th cup. 
Big enough that there was a 
riot in downtown Montreal 
after the cup-clinching 
game. 

But in those days, a 
Canadian team winning it 
all was the norm rather 
than the exception. 

If the Vancouver 
Canucks beat the Boston 
Bruins this season, it would 
end an 18-year cup drought 
for the country that lives 
and dies with hockey And 
it would end a jinx that saw 
the 1994 Canucks, 2004 Cal¬ 
gary Flames, 2006 Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers and 2007 Ottawa 
Senators all lose in the fi¬ 
nal. 

When Montreal last 
drank from the silver bowl, 
it ended Mario Lemieux and 
the Pittsburgh Penguins’ 
two-year reign. But before 
that, the cup had been won 
seven straight years by 
Canadian teams — five by 
the Oilers and one each by 
Montreal (1986) and Cal- 
gary (1989). 

“There’s 30 teams in the 
league now and every year 
it’s very competitive,” Vin-

cent Damphousse, the scor¬ 
ing leader on the 1993 Mon¬ 
treal team, said this week. 
“It’s not like the 1950s or 
’60s where you could build 
a team and keep it together 
and have a dynasty.” 

The 1992-93 Canadiens 
rode other-worldly goal¬ 
tending from Patrick Roy 
and a record 10 consecutive 
overtime victories to a cup 
few gave them any chance 
of winning after a regular 
season in which they fin¬ 
ished third in what was 
then called the Adams Divi¬ 
sion, behind Boston and de¬ 
tested rival the Quebec 
Nordiques. 

General manager Serge 
Savard had made two key 
pre-season acquisitions, 
picking up scoring forwards 
Damphousse and Brian Bel¬ 
lows, to add scoring punch 
to a group led by centre 
Kirk Muller, captain Guy 
Carbonneau, gritty winger 
Mike Keane and promising 
young winger John LeClair. 

The top defence pair had 
point man Mathieu Schnei¬ 
der and tough guy Lyle 
Odelein, followed by Eric 
Desjardins and Jean-Jacques 
Daigneaut.
